Policeman Kennelly is 
at tlie St. Joseph hospital, and shows en­ 
couraging convalescence, although a re­ 
lapse might take him off.

The story of the encounter is an ex citing 
one. 
Kuhns came here Saturday and 
sauntered for an hour ab out the streets 
Meeting an acquaintance he was invited 
to dinner, b ut declined, saying officers 
were looking for him. The acquaintance 
promptly lodged information of Kuhns’ 
presence in the city at the sheriff’s office 
and the pursuit was at once b egun.

Protest Against Cut and Dried Criticism. 
The art of criticism is such a fine 
thing that one must regret its present 
tendency to formulary. It has, I think, 
such a tendency among 
us, curious­ 
ly 
enough 
at

when elsewhere—in France., at least, 
it has emancipated itself into the li­ 
cense* of a mere record of irresponsible 
impressions; in England, 
jx‘riiap8, it 
is equally irresponsible, but certainly 
not impressionist. 
With us the novel 
mainly seems to be the victim of this 
tendency. 
Our critics do riot inquire tooclosiv 
ly who they are—are a t Um* present 
moment nearly unanimous in their [ire 
occupation with prescribing to the nov­ 
elist from the old rul<*8 of French unity 
and German objectivity.
